The operations of the Ottawa "ma 
chlno" become more pronounced as 
the provincial general election cam 
paign proceeds. It Is quite apparent 
that tho Federal authorities have de- 
termined to assist J. A. Macdonald, IC 
C, and his party fn their desperate 
tight for supremacy in British Colum- 
bia by every means In .thuir power 
Wlion it was (irst rumored that "W. TV. 
B. Mclnnea, then governor of tho 
Yukon, Intended resigning his posi- 
tion in order to participate in the elec- 
tion. It was scarcely credited. As soon 
as dolinlto Information to that effect 
was received It was surmised, not only 
by Liberal-Conservatives but by tho 
Liberals themselves, that Mr. Mclnnes 
had not been altogether prompted by 
altruistic sentiments in making sucli 
a vital change. It was suggested then 
that the Dominion government, recog- 
nizing the growing importance Of tho 
Canadian West, had decided to leave 
no stone unturned In the endeavor to 
place a Liberal administration In con- 
trol of Its destinies. 

Since that, time this belief has had 
substantiation from various sources. 
For Instance, the somewhat startling 
announcement was made some days 
ago that Judge Henderson had given 
up his seat on tho bench for the pur- 
pose of facing the somewhat uncertain 
vicissitudes of British Columbia poli- 
tics. The action of the ex-commis- 
sioner of the Yukon taken separately, 
or that of Mr. Henderson, now one of 
tho Liberal candidates in Vancouver, 
considered in the same light, might 
not have caused such widespread 
discussion. But looked at in the light 
of other similar evenrs there could bo 
no doubt in the minds of observers 
that the Ottawa "machine" was being 
brought to bear upon the prosent elec- 
tion to an unusually marked extent. 
More Machine Men 
The conclusion was borne out by 
an announcement which was made 
yesterday and which came from auth- 
oritative quarters, to the effect that 
Ralph Smith, M. P., und W. Sloan, M. 
P. P., had been called upon to assist 
Mr. Mclnnes and Mr. Macdonald In 
the hopeless task of so painting tho 
McBrlde government that the people 
will support Its opponents on the 2nd 
of February. 

While the latest development is 
.generally accepted as an unmistakable 
indication that tho Federal authori- 
ties are interesting themselves in the 
present campaign, it also shows that 
Mr. Mclnnes has failed to sweep 
through tho province like a firebrand, 
flaming ever fiercer as it progresses. 
That was what was expected of tho 
ox-governor of tho Yukon but what 
actually occurred fell very much short 
of what was anticipated. Mr. Molnnes 
was received coolly. His addresses 
have been listened to with critical 
interest by fairly largo crowds at dif- 
ferent places, but he has not succeed- 
ed in creating the wildly irresistible 
enthusiasm among the Liberals which 
was excepted to materially help them 
towards turning tho voters to their 
side. Therefore the aid of Messrs. 
Smith and Sloan has been requested. 
That they ,will come is assured. 
Whether they will do better than their 
predecessor. Mr. Mclnnes, is another 
question. As a matter of fact, It is 
scarcely likely that thoy will meet 
with quite as good a reception. Mr. 
Mclnnes; off-hand manner, his "hail 
fellow well met" greeting to all and 
sundry, his unfailing good humor, are 
characteristics which make his 
-speeches palatable to the crowd, al- 
though the consensus of opinion upon 
tho public issues under dismission 
may he found by a canvass among 
local politicians of an unbiased caste, 
Mr. Mclnnes was tolerated. It is pre- 
dicted that the feeling of the elector- 
ate will be more plainly expressed 
when Messrs. Smith and Slonn com- 
mence addressing public gatherings in 
opposition to tho present administra- 
tion. 

While a certain section of (lie Liber- 
als do not object to the intervention 
of the "machine," there are many who 
do, nnd the latter are registering their 
dissatisfaction very forcibly. This is 
noticeable in Victoria, n largo number 
harin* left tho ranks of the party be- 
cause of the tactics adopted iii conduct- 
ing the election. The same is the case, 
judging from reports, in Sannich dis- 
trict, where the supporters of H. Tan- 
ner are believed to feel strongly to- 
wards those who brought the influence 
of the "machine" to hear upon that dis- 
trict, with the result that .r. Piercy was 
substituted for Mr. Tanner. 

Through the storm of "unfair criti- 
cism, misrepresentation, and Innuendo" 
to use the words of Mr. (!feen, and do- 
spite the machinations of those repre- 
senting the Ottawa authorities. The Lib- 
eral-Conservatives are pursuing an even 
course unperturbed. From their view- 
point the situation is indeed roseate. 
But, although the outlook is bright, they 
are not allowing their energies to slack- 
en: they are working with enterprise 
and system in every district, and 'the 
reports which are constantly being re- 



ceived, given the most moderate inter- 
pretation, Indicate an overwhelming vic- 
tory for Premier McBrido and his gov- 
ernment; Feb. ", judging from general 
indications, should be the must triumph- 
nut to tho Liberal-Conservatives of tho 
West hi the history of. British Columbia. 
It is only necessary to "s!ze-up" the 
situation on the Island and then to note 
the most sueessful progress being made 
by the Premier through the interior to 
renlUo the correctness of this conclu- 
sion. 

The tactics of the oppositiou are too 
"thin," to use a slang hut common term, 
to beguile the intelligent public of Brit- 
ish Columbia. As was pointed out 
yesterday by a prominent local politi- 
cian, the failure of Mr. Macdonald to 
advance any definite policy and his ac- 
tion in attacking the government on a 
basis of scandal is turning away tlioso 
people who might be inclined to f;ivor 
him In the opposite direction. In any 
case the success of the McBrido gov- 
ernment in dealing willi a serious finan- 
cial situation und its action in introduc- 
ing progressive legislation, which assist- 
ed in bringing about the present very 
prosperous condition of affairs, has giv- 
en it a high standing in the estimation 
of the general public. Therefore its 
endorsation at the polls is accepted by 
all having reputations as political pro- 
phets, as a foregone conclusion.

BETTER TERMS 



The Colonist, in a general way, en- 
dorses the following observations from 
the Vancouver World on the question 
of "Better Terms":

Ow- 
ing, however, to the fact that British 
Columbia exports raw materials and 
imports it much larger proportion of 
what she consumes than does the rest 
of Canada, the amount per capita which 
she pays 10 the Dominion is three times 
as large as the .-1111011111 per capita which 
the other provinces pay. In other words, 
this province is bearing far more than 
its fair share of the cost of running the 
Dominion.

MISSIONS IN INDIA. 

Methodists Tell of tho Good Work Be- 
ing Done There 

Barlelly, British India. December 31. 
— During the course of the celebration 
of the Methodist Missionary Jubilee, 
which began bore December 28, a num- 
ber of Americans made addresses. Ad- 
dressing the conference at its formal 
opening Saturday, the Rev. Dr. A. P. 
Leonard, secretnrv of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, dwelt upon the growth of the 
work In IS years, the period of his ad- 
ministration. During the course of bis 
remarks, lie said: 

"In 1 S8S there were throe conferen- 
ces, now nine, then Ml missionaries 
now 334; then, 1.380 native workers, 
now 4,88 5 ; then there were com- 
municants, now 150.000; then Oil Sun- 
day schools now then 54,879 Sun- 
day school scholars, now 138,507; then 
87' churches, now 338: then our 
Church property was valued at $333,- 
707, now at $710,950." 

Bishop James m. Thoburn, mission- 
ary In India and Malasbi, in his ad- 
dress last night, said In part: 

"When I came to India 48 years ago 
the India mission was confined to a 
narrow strip in the Doab, about the 
size of Indiana. There were 17.000,1100 
people, and we were told we should be 
happy, foe we could evangelize this 
section In one language. Now we are 
preaching from Afghanistan to Manila 
in 37 different tongues, and have a 
church of over 480,000, With twice that 
number of adherents. And the work is 
only begun." 

Bishop F. Oldham, of Singapore, who 
also spoke last night, remarked: 

"I have just returned from a wide 
tour of the churches in America, he- 
fore whom I have sought to put our 
work in Southern Asia. Their hearts 
are with us, and the word I bring you 
is that the bom,' church is an eager 
and most interested witness of our 
foreign achievements. It stirs America 
to know that here under tho British 
flag the two great national conserva- 
tors of evangelical religion are build- 
ing up a great Christian civilization 
and that the American people are left 
In the quickened life and ennobled 
Ideas of all the millions of these 
Southern Asiatic lands."

RAILWAYS IN THE ALPS 

For several years work has been in 
progress upon an electric road up the 
.lungfrnii. one of the loftiest and most 
impressive mountains in Northeastern 
Switzerland. The largest delny has 
L-rown mil of the fact that a consider- 
able portion of the line was to be con- 
structed in a tunnel. That section lias 
now been completed, and rapid progress 
on the rest is confidently expected. The 
electric road started from Little Schei- 
degg, the terminus of steam roads from 
Interlakon and other places. The tun- 
nel is ten kilometres in length, or about 
six miles. Even before it is reached, 
magnificent views of Alpine scenery are 
obtained. At several points along this 
part of the road the grades are very- 
steep, the maximum rise being one foot 
in four, or 25 per cent. After the road 
enters the tunnel three stations are 
provided by excavation out of the solid 
rock. The' first station outside, on the 
way up. Is at Rismeer. It is at an ele- 
vation of 10,371 feet above sea level, 
and more than 3,000 feel below the sum- 
mit of the mountain. For the Inst 230 
feel of ascent the tourist will rely upon 
thai prosaic modern convenience. an 
elevator, at the terminus station. Be- 
tween l ids and Eismcor the road has a 
g ' grade. 

'I 1 » power for the operation of the 
l-nnd is derived from mountain 
streams. The dynamos generate current 
at 7,000 volts, and transformers reduce 
the pressure to ."()() volts before the mo- 
tors nre reached. Six electric engines 
are used to move the Vniins. Each ma- 
chine has large, stout cogwheels oil the 
under side, gearing into a "rack" laid 
between the rails. The movements of 
an engine are effected by these cog- 
wheels anil not by the wheels that ride 
the rnlls. The two Rets of wheels have 
different axles. Three methods of check- 
lug speed in descent are provided. One 
result from the fad Hint when the en- 
gines are going down hill the motors act 
like dwnamos and generate current. 
That operation involves much resistance 
to rotation. For emergencies, however; 
two sets of mechanical brakes are 
available, and these would supplement 
the other agency. 

It was thought possible that the ar- 
rangement of the electrical mechanism 
would enable the descending trains to 
supply almost enough current to oper- 
ate those going uphill. B has been 
found, however, that there is trouble 
with the generators in the power-house 
if that effect is sought. At present, 
therefore, the current developed in de- 
scent is used tor braking only.— Ex- 
change.

The Gertrude was making lller way to 
Clallam from Keali Buy on Friday during 
u heavy snowstorm, tlie night being tutcli 
and dark, when the steamer struck on the 
outer reefs nt the sen ward side of the 
crescent on which Clallam lies. The vessel 
swung mid lay heeled over on the reef 
with her head to the l>encbf200 yards awuj 
and her port aide exposed' to the heavy surf 
which broke over the house. Villagers from 
Clnllnm, Indians and others, hurried to the 
scene on shore, built tires and endeavored 
to reach the veased through the breaking 
surf -with canoes; but nothing could he 
done. 

Roportod the Wreck 

Tug Wyadda was lying at Neuh Bay, and 
to her eiiuic mi Indian wlt'U a canoe and 
rcpoiicd the wreck. The Wyadda steamed 
.out to where tlie tug Lome was hove to 
| In the entrance to the Straits waiting for 
Incoming .-hipping —.seeking., in tugboat 
parlance. Captain Duller at once headed 
I with the Wyadda to the seene of tlie wreck, 
j uud searchlights were turned on the wreck 
where the passengers and crew were hud- 
dled against the leeward side of the house. 
The llglus had been extinguished; every- 
| thing on hoard was frozen solid and lee 
| made movement on deck dangerous In the 
Inrliuess. Capt. Kallmann nud his crew 
directed the pusscugcTs to put on life pie- 
servers and to shelter aci best they could 
until daylight. 

Towards midnight a life line was ilred to 
the shore, but It fouled and nothing could 
he done to send anyone over It, as Intend- 
ed, with breeches buoy. Nor could the peo- 
ple of East Clallam, who gathered In num- 
bers, do anything to alleviate the Buffering 
of thoiie on board the unfortunate vessel, 
whose lower and main deck was Hooded 
and the llres extinguished, lights out, and 
Willi heavy surf breaking over the hull, 
leaving icicles In -Its wake. 

Captain Liutlrr of the Lorne, lost no time 
In getting a boat out in tho early mornlug. 
The snow had censed then, hat the storm 
still raged ami there was u heavy sen run- 
ning. With Captain llutlor were the two 
qunrtorniinilers, CtlcMlcklng, a seaman, and 
Watson, a llreman, formerly a sealer.

I be guard rail of the lifted wreck and turn- 
ed turtle, throwing all three in the water 
Mrs. Pnllon fell beneath the raft, hut had 
presence of mind to grab one of the shits 
and cling to It with desperation. Bbi' 
managed to work her way to the round side 
of the raft, and as she got her head from 
beneath. Captain Butler, who had heeil 
waiting liis opportunity, grabbed her by 
the hair. The unfortunate woman clung 
Unruly to the raft, refusing all orders to 
let go. While the four oarsmen worked the 
boat close In. despite the danger, Captain 
Butler grabbed the woman by the arm and 
shouted to her, "Let go, will you." But 
slie still held fast mid clung to tlie raf; 
until others with the captain dragged her 
free from II to safety in the boat.

DRY BLAST FURNACES 

Experiments Being Carried on to 
Dry Air for Blasting 

James CJnyley, one of die vice-presi- 
dents Of the United Sialic Sled Cor- 
poration has for more than n year 
been Irving iii develop an Important 
Improvement in the process of making 
pi;,- iron. Hi-- lir.-l full public state- 
ment concerning ii was made .at tho 
meeting of tho Iron nnd Steel Insli- 
t ill c. a few days ago. Ii is eusloinnry 

lo pni a certain amount of limestone 
witli tiic ore in it smelling furnace 'to 
promote Hie work of "reduction" or 
purification, and also a given propor- 
tion nf fuel — preference now being 
given -'to" coke for that service'. Finally"; 
in order to assist combustion, a pow- 
erful current of uir is driven into die 
enclosure. Ordinary nil- contains more 
or less moisture, ihe percentage vary- 
ing from day to day and from Kcnson 
to HOfiNon. To conVcrt that invisible 
moisture Into steam in Hie furnace 
takes u lillle heal from the total quan- 
tity .generated; . Hence, .Mr. Gayley 



conceived the notion that if tho air were 
dried before it was driven into the fur- 
nace, there would be some economy in 
fuel. The work could be done in sev- 
eral ways, but it was decided to use re- 
frigeration, thus condensing the water. 
For this purpose the familiar ammonia 
system employed in many cold storage 
warehouses, was tried. Extensive experi- 
ments have been in progress nt the 
Isabella furnace of tlie company with 
which Mr. Guylcy is identified. The 
establishment is in Etna, Penn., a .su- 
burb of Pittsburg, and tlie process has 
been in continuous use since August 11, 
1004. 

The following comparison was made 
by the speaker to show the gain. For 
Hie first eleven days of last August, 
without any dry blast, the average 
daily production of pig iron was 3a8 
loos', and Ihe a-cragc consilium i>» of 
coke 2,147 pounds, or almost precisely 
six pounds to a ton. . During the inter- 
val beginning with August 2S and end- 
ing September I) (sixteen days), the 
blast was in constant . usc,.widi this 
result. The average consumption wiijs, 
1,720 -pounds 'for coke aiid the average' 
.output 447 tous of pig..-. --In other words 
a ton of iron 'was ma'do with a fraction 
aindnr four ypqunds- -.of.; • fuel;:. The duty 
of tlie furnace was increased ,.20 per 
cent., nnd die Coke required was .sim- 
ultaneously diminished-. - Such a show- 
ing is certainly a remarkable one, and 
other iron workers will be curious to 
know whether there could he any pos- 
sible error in the computation or 
other explanations can bo offered for 
nt least a part of the apparent gain. At 
present Mr. Gayjc'y's statement cfrn 
hardly be questioned. • 

Among the minor advantages which 
are , said to attend ,,e use of the 
new process are greater uniformity 
in tlie quantity of ore "reduced" from 
day to -day, the- -weather having practi- 
cally no iiiiiuence on the, furnace; a di- 
minished waste when MesnM ore. which 
In often fine nnd 'dusty, is used; the pos- 
sibility of employing ores- in which more 
phosphorous exists than has been re- 
garded permissable in iron intended for 
malting sticel by the Bessemer system, 
and a reduction in the fuel consumption 
of die blowing plant. Three engines, 
each developing 000 horse power, had 
previously operated the blowers. After 
the dry blast was introduced, says 
Mr. Gayley, there was a reduction of 
about: 25 per cent, in the power requir- 
ed. However to drive tlie • ammonia 
compressors of the refrigerating ma- 
chine two additional engines were need- 
ed, nnd these consumed nearly as much

steam ns was saved by the blowers, hut 
not quite. 

Mr. Gayley does not suy anything 
about tho cost of the refrigerating 
machinery and the engines which ope- 
rate it. Interest on that investment 
would need to be considered if estimat- 
ing the net economy of the scheme 
Apparently the fuel required to run it 
is more than offset by the saving on 
the blowing engines. The ammonia is, 
or should be, recovered and used over 
and over again, and it can, therefore, 
be neglected. * 

It is not possible yet to make a de- 
finite statement about the effect of in- 
troducing the dry blast in making 
steel out of iron. Those who are fa- 
miliar with the Bessemer process know 
that the pig contains an excess of car- 
bon, and. that a portion of it is burned 
out while the metal is in a huge bottle 
.shaped receptacle, called a converter. 
Combustion of the carbon, which is it- 
.solf fuel," is made possible by injecting 
jets of air into the bottom of the con- 
verter through tubes known as tuv- 
ercs. Mr. Gayley is confident, though, 
that e economy * wotflU be ' promof^d by 
the dry blast, and that, greater imi- 
fprmjfy in the" quality of the product 
might, be .secured.

G. E. Goddard Says Losses Among 
Cattle Have Been Exaggerated 

G. B. Goddard of Calgary. U at the Kin.? 
Edward. He is well known In Victoria. 
.Some few- years ago he used In send largo 
numbers of bor-vs here from his ranch, ill 
miles wesr or Cillitary. With reference to 
the deaths occurring among cattle In Al- 
berta and other districts, he said dead cat- 
tle were to be seen hi -rather larger qtinii- 
tltlfa along the railway line across the 
prairies, but his theory is that when thil 
storm overtakes ihem in the middle of tlie 
prattle they are gradually driven towards 
the railway line. Here the fenee on either 
side retards their further progress, and 
w'hsn tlicj .ire overcome by the cold they 
perish there. Tims, from the train a par- 
son seeing many dead: cattle would con- 
elude that others lay in the name slate all 
over the prairie.

SPOKANE'S FIGHT 

Spokane, Wash., .1 an. 14. — A battle 
over freight rates, the result of which 
way affect wholesale centres all over 
the nation, began at the court house this 
morning before interstate commerce 
commissioners Charles A. Prouty and 
Franklin IC. Lane. It is; the suit of the 
city of Spokane. Ihe Chamber of Com- 
merce ami the Spokane Jobbers' asso- 
ciation against the Great Northern, the 
Northern Pacific and allied railway 
linns. 

The complaint charges unjust discrim- 
ination in freight rales, the rates on 
goods shipped from eastern points to 
Spokane being based on the through 
rate from the east to the Pacific coast, 
plus the return rate from t ho coast to 
Spokane. Tlie shippers of this city con- 
tend that it is unjust to charge more 
to haul goods to this city than to haul 
them through Spokane and 400 miles 
further on to the coast. The railways 
and the wholesale dealers of the coast 
cities contend that the lower rate is 
justified by the danger that water com- 
petition would throw ih«- tratlio to 
steamer lines if the roads charged high- 
er rates. It is also contended that to 
adopt the principle of requiring rates 
from the interior points to Spokane to 
lie e,jual to or less than the rates to the 
coast might revolutionize the jobbing 
trade all over the country, the_ system 
of giving lower rates to const cities be- 
ing general. 

Spokane is represented in the rale 
fight by Brooks Adams of Boston, H. 
M. Stephens and the corporation's coun- 
sel. .7. M. Geraghty of this city. The 
railways are represented by a strong 
i.orps of legal advisers, il being estimat- 
ed that 200 or 300 attorneys have been 
vr>''*tod in one manner or another in 
nis case.

The Mayor had claim- 
ed that so far as was possible investiga- 
tion had been made- of the capabilities 
of Elk lake and also of the Highland 
district, but that it had been impos- 
sible to complete the surveys until fig- 
ures could be secured ns to the amount 
of water flowing down Mlllstream 
throughout the year, and the general an- 
nual rainfall throughout (lie district. 
The Mayor had been • dallying with 
those plans for months now, and statis- 
tics were not yet to hand, as it was 
claimed that records would have to be 
taken as to the rainfall throughout the 
yenr. This Mr. Paterson claimed was 
ridiculous, as any competent civil en- 
gineer could, within a few days, calcu- 
late from the average rainfall and the 
urea of the drainage area, ^tlio capabil- 
ities of the district sufllcie.ntly accur- 
ately to net ns a working basis. Regard- 
ing the storage facilities offered by the 
basins of the streams, it would be an 
easy matter to ascertain this by means 
of ordinary surveys. 

Songhees Reserve 
"The settlement of the Songhees re- 
serve question will not be simple/' was 
Mr. Patersou's opinion regarding this 
inueh-dlsciissed matter. "The /Indians 
have their rights, . and they are very 
strong rights, stronger than those ac- 
quired by a crown grant, and amounting 
almost to an entail,' 1 To force them to 
leave the reserve would be a bard mat- 
ter, and could not be accomplished with- 
out special legislation on the part of the 
Dominion" government.

2. The Chinese government should do 
all in its power to build railways in 
the Provinces itself with either Chinese 
or foreign funds, so thai it can enjoy 
all the advantages. f 

8. All Ihe railways in China shonld 
be built according to the most modern 
methods, and placed under the charge 
of only experienced foreign engineers; 

•!. The Chinese government may 
choose one of the following three plans 
in connection with the building of rail- 
ways with either foreign or Chinese 
money, and their future administration 
nnd maintenance. 

(a) The railway to be built with fore- 



ign money under the supervision of the 
Chinese Authorities, who are to he 
specially selected by the Peking govern- 
ment. Thus the animal net profit may 
be divided by the two pnrties according 
to their own arrangements. 

(h) To mal<e agreements with foreign 
capitalists io construct railways ' on 
China's behalf at a certain price per li 
or mile, the lines to be placed under the 
entire administration of Hie Chinese 
government when completed, 

(c.) To allow a Foreign-Chinese Com- 
pany to build railways in China for a 
certain amount of compensation to ho 
paid to the Company out of the sub- 
scribed shares or from other funds. 

Mr. Illund adds, that the Peking gov- 
ernment may borrow foreign money for 
building railways under Its own guar-

interests in Manchuria demanded tho 
transformation of tho present Japan- 
ese immigrants nnd adventurers into 
a class of sober citizens and heads of 
families. Immediately an imperial 
mandate would order the levy of 20,- 
000 women for imperial service abroad 
Unmarried women of uncertain ago 
would receive inarching orders at once. 
The women's colleges nnd high schools 
would be decimated. All classes — im- 
perial family princes of the blood, 
the higher nobles, the samurai, mer- 
chants, and farmers would be called 
upon to furnish their proper quota. 
Within three days tho tir.st division 
of the Ilrst army, consisting mainly of 
young whlows whoso husbands had 
fallen In the war against Russia, and 
whose children remained in Japan un- 
der the direct protection of the Emper- 
or, would have sailed from Sasebo for 
Chemulpo.
